A sister’s love lives on 
for her fallen brother 


Captain (CPT) James R. 
Williams began his career 
in the U.S. Army in 2005 in 
the ROTC at Louisiana State 
University. Many years of 
hard work and dedication 
was culminated on Tuesday, 
April 30 at Ft. Hood, Texas, 
when CPT Williams became 
the Company Commander of 
Alpha Company, 589th Brigade 
Support Battalion, nicknamed 
Gator company. 

“I am humbled to take 
command of such a great 
company,” stated CPT Williams 
during his remarks. “I look 
forward to leading you.” 

The Change of the 
Commander ceremony may be 
a simple, traditional event but 
it is rich with heritage.

A sister’s love for her brother 
remains constant, 62 years after 
his passing. “For many years 
he was my life,” said Dorothy 
Cooley as she talked about her 
brother Cooper Thomas Turner. 
“He guided me and taught me.” 

At the age of 18, Turner, who 
was a disciplined young man, 
was brought up with strict morals 
and values. This motivated him 
to join the U.S. Army. 

Soon, thereafter, he was 
drafted into the Korean War. 
Even though he was sad to leave 
his family, he had been quoted 
as a typical military man. 
Willing to uphold duty, honor, 
and country. 

“I wrote to him three times a 
week and he wrote to us weekly,” 
recalls Dorothy. “Even while he 
was away he was supportive of 
his family. He wanted us to go 
to church and be involved in 
different activities.” 

Turner seemed to carry the 
same principles in his home life 
with him while at war. When he 


arrived at his station he became 
platoon leader of his battalion. 

Being in charge, Turner felt 
responsible for the lives of the 
men in his battalion. As the 
Koreans were gaining control 
of the area Turner soon realized 
that they were in grave danger. 
On a fateful day in February 
1951, Turner made a decision. 

A letter sent to his family 
following that day described his 
actions as follows: 

“About 0400 hours the final 
attack came and it was an all out 
effort by the enemy to shatter 
the Battalion line. They came 
in wave upon wave and the full 
fury of their supporting weapons 
was unleashed. Under this 
savage attack, the unit on the 
right flank of Company C began 
to bend and was finally driven 
back. Realizing the gravity of 
the situation, Sergeant Turner 
immediately took his support 
squad and put them in position 
on the now open flank. When the 
enemy put great pressure there

Educators, advocates and policy makers was Fulton County Superintendent Dennis 


gathered together on Tuesday, April 30, 
in Hickman County taking part in an edu¬ 
cation summit exploring how Kentucky 
school districts developing programs like 
the Pilot Academy at Fulton County High 
School are transforming their approach 
to teaching and learning.

in an effort to overrun the 
Company, he was met by 
withering fire from Sergeant 
Turner’s group. This battle 
continued for almost an hour 
and he continually ignored 
both his own safety and the 
hail of enemy fire falling about 
him to move up and down the 
line encouraging his men and 
directing their fire. Finally the 
order came for the Company to 
withdraw. Realizing that some 
covering fire must be given 
or his small group would be 
overwhelmed by the mass of 
pursuing enemy, he ordered his 
men to leave while he remained 
behind to give fire cover. He 
did this in the face of the most 
staggering odds with no weapon 
but his M-l rifle. However, 
he fired with such accuracy 
that the pursuit was actually 
stopped long enough for his 
men to move away safely and 
in tact. In carrying out this 
covering action he was mortally 
wounded. A count of enemy 
dead after the position was 
retaken showed that he killed 
over 25 of the enemy in his 
single-handed stand. Sergeant 
Turner’s courageous actions 
and exemplary leadership reflect 
the greatest credit on himself 
and the United States Infantry. 
Entered military service from 
Hickman, Kentucky.” 

The family received this 
letter on June 26, 1951 when 
James Turner, Dorothy’s 
father, received the Silver 
Star, posthumously on behalf 
of this son. The entire family 
was at the Paducah Gaseous 
Diffusion plant, where James 
was employed, when the 
presentation was made. 

Since that day, Dorothy has 
had many family members 
follow suit of her brother 
serving their country. Her 
husband, Henry Cooley, now 
93, is a World War II veteran 
that served in five major 


engagements under General 
George S. Patton. Her brother, 
Bobby Turner, recently passed 
away, served in the Navy; while 
brother James Roosevelt Turner 
was a paratrooper in the Army. 

Continuing the legacy, 
Dorothy’s son, Thomas, joined 
the Army and he is now a retired 
Lieutenant Colonel. Considering 
the action of Turner, Thomas’ 
Uncle, wrote to President 
Barack Obama making a 
request for him to consider 
Turner for the Medal of Honor. 
“I noticed they have considered 
actions of fallen soldiers that 
have transpired in the past and 
sent in the request on behalf of 
my mom,” said Thomas. “So 
many of our fallen soldiers gave 
of their lives going above and 
beyond the call of duty.” 

A letter, dated April 10, 
2013 was received recently 
by the Cooley family with the 
following written by President 
Obama: 

“I want to express my deep 
appreciation for your invaluable 
and unwavering commitment 
to honor our fallen heroes 
and our men and women in 
uniform. Every day, our Nation 
is humbled by the legacies of all 
who have sacrificed their lives 
for our country. 

“Our fallen Soldiers, Sailors, 
Marines, Airmen, and Coast 
Guardsmen live on in the acts 
of courage they inspired, the 
freedoms they protected, and 
the selfless principles they 
embodied. In their memory, may 
we fulfill our solemn obligation 
to continue their work of 
securing a safer, freer world for 
generations to come. 

“Michelle joins me in 
remembering and honoring all 
the men and women in uniform 
who bravely serve or Nation.” 

Along with the letter, the 
Cooleys received a proclamation 
recognizing National Korean 
War Veterans Armistice Day, 


2012, which took place for the 
first time on July 27, 2012. 

In the Cooley home a photo 
of Cooper Thomas Turner 
is proudly displayed, along 
with many medals received 
throughout the years by family 


members. Turner, may have 
left this world in 1951, but his 
actions on that fateful day and 
what he instilled in his sister, 
Dorothy, remains today. A true 
testament of “gone, but not 
forgotten.”

The Base: Blend the cake mix, 1 egg and the stick of melted 
margarine in a bowl to form a thick dough. Place the dough 
into a 9x13 inch pan and press it evenly onto the bottom. Sit 
that aside. 

The Filling: Pre-heat your oven to 325F. In a large mixing 
bowl, beat the cream cheese until free of lumps then add the 
room temperature butter and cream them together. Add the 
eggs and vanilla, then add the powdered sugar, one cup at a 
time. Pour the mixture over the base and spread evenly. 
Sprinkle the pecans on top of the cream cheese mixture. Place 
in the center rack of the oven and bake for 45 minutes to 1 hour. 
The top should be golden brown. 

Cooling: Sit the cake pan on a cooling rack for about 30 
minutes. Drizzle the top of the cake generously with your 
favorite caramel sauce. This cake may be served warm or cold. 
Please refrigerate any unused portions. Microwaving the 
eftovers is OK.

Pharmacy in Clinton made 
Yandal’s time there enjoyable. 
“I liked connecting with them 
when they would make their 
requests,” he explained.

Burrus was active in community affairs 


Jane McConnell Burrus lived 
with her grandfather in this two- 
story house until she married 
Andrew Burrus on July 11, 
1912. The house was built by 
slaves in 1844 when Winfrey 
Bond McConnell moved from 
Sumner County, Tennessee to 
Fulton County. The house was 
built on the McConnell farm 
now owned by W.B. Sowell (a 
great-grandson of Winfrey Bond 
McConnell) two miles west of 
Jordan, Kentucky. Jane painted 
“My Old Kentucky Home” after 
she was seventy-five years old. 

The McConnells came from 
Scotland to North Carolina 
before the Revolutionary War. 
John McConnell fought in that 
war. Later his son Montgomery 
McConnell, a pious old school 
Presbyterian, moved to Sumner 
County, Tennessee, where his 
son Winfrey Bond McConnell 
was born in 1809. After coming 
to Fulton County Winfrey Bond 
was married to Martha Motheral 


of Troy; they had six children 
— Robert Yul, Alice (Johnson) 
Sam, Jim, Alney Kuykendal. 

Winfrey Bond was very 
active in the early history of 
Fulton County. Serving in the 
state legislative in 1846-1849. 
He was 

one of the 
organizers 
of Mt. Zion 
Methodist 
Church in 
1845. Rural 
Academy 
was one 

of the first 
elementary 
schools in 
the county 
located two 
miles west 
of Jordan on 
what is now 
the Middle 
Road and Moscow Lane. He 
served on the board of this 
school, where all his children 
and grandchildren attended. 


Jane, his granddaughter taught 
at Rural Academy in 1908 and 
later at Carr Institute in Fulton. 

Jane’s parents were Alney 
Kuykendal and Frances 
McDaniel McConnell. Frances’ 
father was Rufus McDaniel 
of Hickman. 
Jane had two 
sisters, Louise 
(Shrecengest) 
and Fannie 
Kirk (Shelton) 
and one brother 
Rufus. The year 
Jane married her 
family moved 
to Roswell, 
New Mexico 
— Jane married 
Andrew Burrus 
and moved to 
WoodlandMills, 
Tennessee. She 
was active in all 
community affairs, organizing 
the first P.T.A. in Woodland, 
serving as 4-H Club leader in 
Obion County, member of the 
first board of Obion County 
Library, as well as holding 
many offices in the church. 
There were two children born to 
this couple, Louise and George 
Kuykendal. Louise married 
Joe Tilson, they had one child, 
Mary Jane (Mrs. Ron Walker) 
of Gaitlenburg, Maryland 
with three grandchildren, Clay 
Walker, Melinda Cornell, and 
Andrew Walker. Louise married 
D.P. Headden of Trimble in 
1981. George K. married 
Frances Hudgens and after her 
death Dorothy Barham Ashby, 
they have two children, George 
K. Jr., and Sarah Caldwell.

Jane McConnell Burrus

Mother’s Day is Sunday, May 
12! It celebrates motherhood and 
it is a time to appreciate mothers 
and mother figures. Many people 
give gifts, cards, flowers, candy, 
a meal in a restaurant or other 
treats to their mother and mother 
figures, including grandmothers, 
great-grandmothers, stepmothers, 
and foster mothers. The origins 
of Mother’s Day are attributed 
to different people. Many believe 
that two women, Julia Ward 
Howe and Anna Jarvis were 
important in establishing the 
tradition of Mother’s Day in the 
United States. Other sources 
say that Juliet Calhoun Blakely 
initiated Mother’s Day in Albion, 
Michigan, in the late 1800s. Her 
sons paid tribute to her each year 
and urged others to honor their 
mothers. Around 1870, Julia 
Ward Howe called for Mother’s 
Day to be celebrated each year 
to encourage pacifism and 
disarmament amongst women. It 
continued to be held in Boston 
for about ten years under her 
sponsorship, but died out after 
that. 

In 1907, Anna Jarvis held a 
private Mother’s Day celebration 
in memory of her mother, Ann 
Jarvis, in Grafton, West Virginia. 
Ann Jarvis had organized 
“Mother’s Day Work Clubs” to 
improve health and cleanliness 
in the area where she lived. 
Anna Jarvis launched a quest for 
Mother’s Day to be more widely 
recognized. Her campaign was 
later financially supported by John 
Wanamaker, a clothing merchant 
from Philadelphia. In 1908, she 
was instrumental in arranging 
a service in the Andrew’s 
Methodist Episcopal Church in 
Grafton, West Virginia, which 
was attended by 407 children and 
their mothers. The church has 
now become the International 
Mother’s Day Shrine. It is a 
tribute to all mothers and has been 
designated as a National Historic 
Landmark. Give your mother an 
extra hug and kiss this year and 
wish her a wonderful u Happy 
Mother’s Day!”

was first started only four stu¬ 
dents took college classes on-line 
but now they have over 60 stu¬ 
dents taking dual-credit courses 
for a total of 556 hours of col¬ 
lege credit this school year for 
somewhere around a savings of 
$75,000 dollars for the students 
and parents of this community. 

Mr. Bledsoe also provided 
such details which included hav¬ 
ing only four local sponsors last 
year but the program has gained 
15 sponsors this school year; that 
work was the result of a team ef¬ 
fort in the district; that the spon¬ 
sors were giving joyously and 
without reservations; that Mrs. 
Ellen Murphy was the point con¬ 
tact for the program; that one 
current senior has 55 hours of 
credit and will start college as a 
second term sophomore; while 
recognizing the efforts of the 
Fulton County Leadership team. 

“Many students were gradu¬ 
ating from high school with no 
idea about a career,” noted Ful¬ 
ton County Area Technology 
Center Principal Tom Pyron, part 
of technical education aspect of 
the summit. “We were sending 
them out into the world with a 
diploma, a handshake and good 
luck.” Meaning the students who 
graduated were not college and/ 
or career ready. 

Looking to change the culture 
in the four river county schools, 
Robbie Rudolph founded the 
Four Rivers Scholarship Pro¬ 
gram. That program, along with 
the Pilot Academy, have been as¬ 
sisting students at Fulton Coun¬ 
ty, Fulton Independent, Hickman 


County and Carlisle County to 
be college and career ready. 

Mattea Lock, a graduate of 
Hickman County High School, 
shared her experience with those 
attending the education sum¬ 
mit. She earned enough college 
credit hours through the Falcon 
Academy to graduate from Mur¬ 
ray State University with her 
Bachelor’s Degree in Agricul¬ 
tural Marketing in two and a half 
years. Thus, decreasing her col¬ 
lege expenses. 

“Dual credit hours encourage 
students to see that they can do 
college level work,” added Py¬ 
ron. “Many of them earn National 
Career Readiness Certifications. 
Earning an industry certification 
means much more than getting a 
high grade in a class, it’s an ob¬ 
jective standard to show how you 
stack up against other students.” 

This year the ATC has students 
earning certifications in the fol¬ 
lowing areas: 

• CNA certification and Phar¬ 
macy Tech 

• IC3 Internet and Computing 
Core Certification 

• ASE Auto Tech 

• NIMS (National Institute of 
Metalworking Skills) 

• Apprenticeship in the Car¬ 
penters Union 

“Altogether this makes for a 
great portfolio for students to 
exit high school,” added Pyron. 
“If we can help our students exit 
high school with a plan and some 
dual credit and credentials to help 
them along the way, maybe we 
can give them more of a chance 
for success.” 


Pyron believes this could nev¬ 
er have be accomplished alone. 
“That realization has done much 
to help our schools have more 
impact on our students and hope¬ 
fully on our communities,” Py¬ 
ron concluded. 

Others speaking at the edu¬ 
cational summit include Robbie 
Rudolph, Fulton Independent 
Schools Superintendent Tamra 
Smith, Hickman County Schools 
Superintendent Kenny Wilson, 
Carlisle County Schools Super¬ 
intendent Randy McCallon, Dr. 
Randy J. Dunn, President of 
Murray State University. 

“To say we are passionate 
about this would be an under¬ 
statement,” stated Rudolph. He 
talked about how this was the 
first time in the region for the 
universities to come together for 
a common cause. He said Ken¬ 
tucky Leads the Nation is the 
way to “bring us back to May¬ 
berry” through education. 

Representatives from other 
contributing educational pro¬ 
grams including West Kentucky 
Educational Cooperative, Ohio 
Valley Educational Cooperative, 
West Kentucky Community and 
Technical College, Mid-Con¬ 
tinent University, and Paducah 
Independent Schools were also 
in attendance for the educational 
summit. 

Topics discussed included Re¬ 
inventing High School Educa¬ 
tion in Hickman County, Forging 
Strong Higher Education Part¬ 
nerships, Engaging the Commu¬ 
nity and Reinventing Technical 
Education Strategies.
